v eniles under age 18 were ar­ 
rested in Dixon during 1967 than 
during the prev ious year and ar 
rests of offenders ov er age 18, 
in 1967 increased 31 per cent ov er 
1966. 


Both increases far outstrip the 
population growth of the com­ 
munity which is less than two per 
cent per year. 
Curfew v iolations accounted for 
more than half of juv enile arrests 
and is more than double the num­ 
ber' for 1966; 22 per cent were ar­ 
rested for theft or bad check s 
and 14 per cent ran afoul of the 
law for v iolating liquor prohibi­ 
tion. Of the juv eniles arrested, 74 
Were males and 26 females. 
One-hundred per cent of all ju­ 
v enile arrests were whites. 
In the ov er-18 group of law 
v iolators, those aged 19 and 24 
were arrested most often. 
Liquor v iolations led all ar­ 
rests for the ov er-18 group, with 
disorderly conduct running a poor 
second. During 1967 , 131 arrests 
were made for v iolation of liquor 
prohibitons 
wrhile 83 disorderly 
conduct arrests were made. 
Of 337 persoas ov er-18 arrested 
during 1967 , 309 were Caucasians, 
2 6 Negroes and 2 from other 
races. 
Commissioner George Lamb re­ 
ports 25 per cent of all juv eniles 
arrested were handled by the 
Police Department and released 
to their parents. Sev enteen per 
cent were referred to the juv enile 
court or a probation officer; two 
per cent sent to other agencies 
and fiv e per cent referred to 
other police agencies. 
Fifty-one per cent of all juv en­ 
iles arrested were tried in crim 
inal court. 
Of adult offenders, 251 were 
prosecuted and found guilty as 
charged; 58 were acquitted or 
had their case dismissed, and 28 
were prosecuted elsewhere. 
The commissioner noted there 
was an increase in number of 
arrests for all ages of indiv iduals, 
with the increase being least for 
those who are 20 through 23.

with disruption. 
If this critical turn should be 
reached, the nation’s dissenters 
m ay have borne in upon them 
some hard facts of political life. 
From a scrutiny of the 1965-68 
“record of piotest,” it is evi­ 
dent that there is m ore danger 
to earnest, honest dissent from 
its distorters than from Ly ndon 
Johnson’s alleged wish to snuff 
it out altogether. 
In the fury of their opposition 
to the V ietnam w ar, too m any 
“ dissenters” have come around 
to accepting the idea that any ­ 
thing goes — regardless of its ef­ 
fect upon the dem ocratic proc­ 
ess, the rule of law' instead of 
men, the whole notion of free­ 
dom as it underlies this society . 
Concealed amid this fury , too, 
is a terribly ex aggerated notion 
of the place of dissent—and the 
dissenter—in a free political sy s­ 
tem. 
The notion has taken deep hold 
in some segm ents of American 
life that somehow dissenters are 
autom atically 
and 
invariably 
more courageous, m ore noble’, 
more discerning and thence more 
correct than any one else in the 
country . 
A considerable body of Am eri­ 
can men and women appear to 
believe that, w hether the issue 
be Vietnam or some other, the 
only honorable 
place’ to be is 
am ong the dissenters. They are 
the pure in heart and mind. 
But in a dem ocratic society 
founded upon real debate and 
reasoned choices, the defenders
